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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants specification defines the term "brush" 
broadly as, see page 1 lines 15-16,"traditional paint and drawing tools, for example, watercolor brushes, chalk strokes, etc." Thus, the 
term brush means many things including the interior ink art regions of the line drawings, see collins abstract. Collins teaches the claimed 
"determining a first segment in a bitmap brush" by analyzing a bitmap image. Collins teaches the claimed "applying a transformation to a 
bitmap image mapped in the first segment of the bitmap brush to generate a corresonding bitmap image on the guideline" by analyzing 
the bitmap image to form the contours and by generating a bitmap of the inked contours to display the line art after processing. The 
bilinear argument is not persuasive because the claims do not claim the specific bilinear filtering set forth by applicants specification. 

Applicant needs to further define the claimed bit map image of the brush to distinguish Collin's bit map image of a brush from applicants 
bit map image of a brush.
